VITAL STAGE 


Premier Pilots Twin En- 
actments Through Im- 
portant Proceedings 


Declaring his faith in the ability 
of the Wheat Pool to survive the 
troublous times through which it ts 


passing, contending that the settle- 
ment of the guarantee of the pool's 
indebtedness to the banks was one 
of the cheapest bits of financing 
ever carried out by the province and 
stating that the government held 
first-clacs security on pool assets 
totalling $9,229.484.50 against the 
guaranteed liability ef $5,536,707.49, 
Premier J. E. Brownlee, in the legis- 
lature piloted throagh second reading 
without a dissenting voice being re- 
corded, the legislation necessary to 
ratify the settlement with the banks 
and the agreement for repayment 
with the Pool, 


No voice was raised in opposition to 


the validation of the principle of these | 


agreements, commitments for which 
were authorized at the 1931 session of 
the legislature 


TWO AS ONE. 

While two pieces of legislation were 
required, Premier Brownlee in moving 
second reading grouped the whole 
Wheat Poo! question into one, direct-

Dead Bird 


| Finds Wing Contains Pow- 
er Plant—Scientific 
Value 


Bulletin News Special 

LOS ANGELES, March 31.—De- 
monstrating an invention which ap- 
parently defies the laws of physics, 
J, H. Montgomery of San Gabriel, 
Calif,, in his laboratory here sent a 
dead vulture flying head-on into an 
| electrically produced  thirty-five- 
| mile gale, the bird at times lifting 
clear of the tracks a four-pound 

| carriage to which it was attached. 

After twenty years of study of the 
| right of birds and of the construction 
jot their wings, Montgomery claims to 
| have discovered what he and his asso- 
ciates hope to establish as a new 
principle in aviation which it is be- 
lieved will revolutionize the seience of 
} flying. 

“In the wings of every soaring bird | 
is a true power plant, with which the | 
bird has nothing whatever to do, fur-| 
ther than his ability to control it,’ 
Montgomery said 


PINION STRUCTURE 
“Contrary to the prevalent view of 
Siientes, birds do not fly by taking | 


able conditions following two years of 
adversity, due to steadily falling prices, 
operating results had been surprising | 
ly good. The most optimist estimate | 
of possible grain handlings at the 
commencement of the season, was 
placed at 30,000,000 bushels. This es-/ 
timate had already been exceeded and! 
present indications were that handl-

DID NOT AGREE. 

Dealing with cash assets, he said 
that some would contend the Pool 
should pay over the cash assets to the 
government.

Regarding the question of why the 
government hed not taken an assign- 
ment as part of the debt, of the over- 
payment to some 27,000 farmers and 
try and collect as part of the debt, the 
Premier said thet such @ course would 
be unwise in times of stress as it would 
tend to turn the farmers eway from 
the elevators. Then it came down to 
the question of whether the govern- 
ment would be belter advised to allow 
the Pool to continue operation of the 
elevators or take over itself a string 
of elevators not operating. An oper- 
ating line of elevators with such a 
valuable asset as a terminal, he 
thought much to be preferred 

It was felt that if the half yearly 
instalments on terminal payments 
were continued it would be only two or 
three years before the complete value 
of ihe terminal would be realized and 
this was a most valuable feature to 
the elevator system 
BANKS TAKE LOSS. 

In the settlement of the guarantee 
the banks had taken a considerable 
loss. He contended that the settlement 
was one of the cheapest bits of finane- 
ing to the credit of the government 
and could be equalled only on few 
occasions in the life of the prevince. | 

There were two ways in which the 
settlement could have been made. One 
was that in which it was done. The 
other was to pay off the banks in 
cash with the proceeds of a loan 
which could not have been obteined 
within one per cent of the rate ob- 
tained in this case 

Had the government insisted that 
the payment be made entirely in Can- 
adian funds it is doubtful if the banks 
would have allowed the same low rate

ARBITRARY MEASURES INVITE 
SUSPICION 

The closure was duly applied as pro- 
mised when parliament reassembled on 
Tuesday, and legislation forced through 
the House of Commons to extend the 
“blank cheque” legislation for another 
month. Parliament will learn a year hence 
why this was done, and how and for what 
purposes the Ministers spent the money to 
which they have been given unrestricted 
access. 

That is a reversal of the proper proce- 
dure, for which there is no warrant what- 
ever in the circumstances. Parliament is 
sitting, and a supply bill for any amount 
and for any specified purpose could be 
put through in a matter of hours. The 
Government could have secured a hundred 
million for relief work and farm relief in 
the time it has spent enforcing its arbi- 
trary will upon the public representatives. 

Unreasoning stubbornness probably 
dictated this demand for irresponsible con- 
trol over the public funds, rather than any 
desire or intention to spend the money im- 
properly. But the Ministers will have 
themselves to thank if the public suspect 
the contrary. 


WHAT IS RELIEF? 
fter all the discussion, the fact 
emerges that mothers’ allowances in Al- 
berta are to be cut ten per cent, as part of 
the general policy of balancing the books 
at all costs to the individual. That the re- 


duction will make en appreciable differ- 
ence in the living conditions of families de- 
the 


pendent upon allowances is clear 
enough to anyor ho scans the figurer.

There would appear to be as plain 
an obligation on the part of the Dominion 
to hel with mothers’ pensions in times of 
stress as to contribute the major part of 
old age pensions in all circumstances 
At least the effort should be made to 
point that inconsistency and to persuade 
the authorities at Ottawa that mothers’ 
allowance péyment is esser‘ially “direct 


relief,” if the term is to be taken at all lit- 
erally. The amount involved would be 


relatively small, and there is no reason to 
suppose Mr. Bennett would refuse a sym- 
pathetic hearing to the plea.
